Rabies Shot 
Clinic Set For 
Next Tuesday 

PLACENTIA — A low cost anti¬ 
rabies vaccination clinic for dogs 
will be held Tuesday evening, May 
25 from 7 p.m. to 8:30 p.m., at 
Kraemer Park, 201 North 
Bradford Avenue, Placentia. 

The clinic is sponsored by the 
Placentia Police Explorer Post 
#910, in cooperation with the 
Southern California Veterinary 
Medical Association. Members of 
the Police Explorer Post and the 
veterinarians are contributing 
their time as a public service. 

A fee of $2 per dog will be 
charged and the vaccine will 
provide immunity against rabies 
for two years. 

State and local ordinances 
require the vaccination of all dogs 
four months of age or older 
against rabies. The clinic 
scheduled for May 25 provides the 
dog owners of Placentia the 
opportunity to protect their pets 
at low cost. 

Although . rabies, through 
vaccination, has been brought 
under control within the domestic 
pet population, the disease is still 
prevalent among the wildlife 
which borders our communities' 
back yards. Controlled vac¬ 
cination of the domestic pet 
provides the most effective 
prevention of disease. Vaccination 
protects both pets and the family.

of trimming the budget. But there 
were warnings that the cuts 
already made had pretty well 
skeletonized the budget. 

It was a tense meeting which 
began at 7 p.m. in an effort to 
clear up items hanging fire from 
Monday night’s unfinished 
agenda. It dragged through 
routine item after item, sparked 
only once when Board President 
Roy Knauft wanted to know while 
reviewing a food service report 
why the most popular item, 
hamburgers, weren’t served more 
often.

Almost two hours of discussion 
over the merits of the election 
with an unusual citizen response 
in support of the tax increase, 
apparently wore board member 
Bob Harkness down. Harkness 
had made the motion for the 
election, but before it was 
seconded, discussion drifted on for 
an hour. 


Budget items were discussed 
with major funds going to 
salaries, the total education 
center, instructional expenses and 
operation of the school plant. 
Estimated income for 71-72 was 
set at $1,813,071, up $39,233 from 
last year’s $1,773,838. Estimated 
expenditures equaled the total 
approximated income. 

Superintendent Sterling L. Fox 
presented a list of thirty-three 
ways in which the board 
communicates to the public, 
which included the PTA, student- 
parent communication and 
newspapers.

The plan is simply 
a statement of policy to 
guide the growth of Yorba 
Linda. 

Provisions have been 
made in the plan to develop 
the Richard Nixon 
birthplace, the first step 
being the relocation of the 
adjacent schools. The 
planners urged the city to 
begin a vigorous plan of 
annexation to obtain the 
airspace to the north and 
east of the city and parcels 
of county land. 

The plan recommends

Health News . . . 


He Said He was Walking 
On A Pit Full Of Straw 


A woman recently wrote, 
“What is dizziness? Every- 
time I tell my husband I’m 
dizzy he wants me to 
describe it. I can’t, can 
you?” 

That is a recent challenge 
we’ve submitted to Dr. 
Donald Brinkley, Brinkley 
Chiropractic Center. 

“Dizziness has many 
meanings and the manifes¬ 
tations vary with the 
cause,” says the good 
Doctor. “I’ve 
heard the 
term used to 
describe reel¬ 
ing, lighthead¬ 
edness, faint¬ 
ness, giddi¬ 
ness, weak¬ 
ness, hazy vi¬ 
sion or confu¬ 
sion.”

“Others,” Dr. Brinkley 
continued, “are more arti¬ 
culate in their descrip¬ 
tion. They say it’s ‘like 
walking on a pit full of 
straw,’ ‘going down an 
elevator,’ ‘uneasy,’ or 
‘something in front of my 
eyes’.” 

“My best try at describ¬ 
ing true vertigo,” says 
Dr. Brinkley, “is to say the 
sensation resembles the 
dizziness we develop as 
children when rolling 
downhill or turning around 
and around while in a 
standing position. The 
world turns about when the 
eyes are open, but when 
closed we would whirl 
about in space like an 
astronaut.” 


Dr. Brinkley does ex¬ 
plain that dizziness is not 
an uncommon symptom. 


but the manner in which 
an individual experiences 
it is important to the 
Doctor’s diagnosis. For 
instance, the childish sen¬ 
sation described above is 
a type of vertigo that stems 
from a disturbance of the 
centers of equilibrium in 
the ears of brain. 

“A person with high blood 
pressure is more likely to 
complain of lighthead¬ 
edness than of true 
vertigo,” says Dr. Brink- 
ley. 

You can help the Doctor 
by telling when the dizzi¬ 
ness occurs. An example, 
notes Dr. Brinkley, is “The 
oldster who almost falls 
when he jumps out of bed 
or stands up to quickly. He 
could well have a circula¬ 
tory problem.” 

“Of course,” says Dr. 
Brinkley, “the most mean¬ 
ingful thing about dizzi¬ 
ness is that it is a sym¬ 
ptom, and one that should 
not be ignored. Only re¬ 
cently I had a patient who 
complained of dizziness 
when he turned his head to 
the side or upwards. On 
examination I found that he 
was suffering from an 
arthritic spine. Needless to 
say, had it not been for his 
dizziness he would not have 
sought treatment for a very 
serious and often eventu¬ 
ally crippling problem.”
